GrxHBiB, I. T., April 28.—The gates 
of Oklahoma were swnng open at noon 
yesterday, and redstlesB torrents of hn- 
manify began to poor over its soil, and 
it is safe to say that last night eveiy 
iann in the territcny was in possession 
of one or more claimants, aad that be- 
sides there were from 20,000 to 80,000 
more wandering 
aimlessly about 
search of land. 


When the first train arrived here the 
town site had b^en selected for use. It 
was on the east side of the track, and 
already the wooden land office and 100 
tents were standing, while as many 
more town lots were staked out. A 
rade postoffice was opened, a Innch tent 
was going at foU blast, and two meet- 
ings looking to organization had been 
held. Three or fonr hnndred men had 
done all this and they had been on the 
scene two or three days. 


They pretend to have complied with 
the law, and declare that they did not 
take up their lots until 12 o'clock. They 
had no right, by the special laws under 
which Oklahoma was opened to be in 
the territory at all until noon yesterday. 
On a side track stood a Santa Fe direc- 
tor's car. In it were Judge Guthrie, 
for whom the town is named; Judge 
Foster, the United States marshal, and 
other officers of the federal court at Wich- 
ita, and some Topeka men. They had 
been there ostensibly upon government 
business, but really to secure town lots, 
which they did in wholesale quantity. 


There were 600 deputy marshals on 
hand, and each had a lot. 
Not only is 
this true, but the same crowd, having 
its eyes on a fine piece of bottom land 
lying across the track from the town, 
have been, in the most open mockery 
of justice, scouring the brush for boom- 
ers that they might occupy it them- 
selves. Whether the judges are parties 
to tbesebemesof their CMdahomaguests, 
who are more or less connected with the 
Santa Fe, is, of course, not known. 


Three men who took up claims there 
yesterday, were foully murdered about 
6 o'clool^ by claim jumpers. The names 
of the assailants and their victims could 
not be learned. A vigUance committee 
is now scouring the country in search of 
the miscreants, who, it is said, wUl be 
summarily dealt with if caught. 


Dealers in real estate began business 
befcMre 2 o'clock in the afternoon. One 
enterprising dealer had as a back ground 
for the safe transaction of business, a 
stack of rifles, which had been placed 
there by the government troops on duty 
at the land office. Near by was the tent 
of United States Marshal Needles. The 
tent was surmounted by a large Ameri 
can flag. 


When the second and third sections 
of the train had arrived nearly every 
thing in sight had been taken and the 
only recourse left to those disappointed 
in securing lots was to buy out such 
holders of lots as were willing to sell or 
run the risk of taking outside the legal 
limit. Both courses were adopted and 
»good number of Guthrie City lots 
changed hands. 


The first sale was made by a man 
named B. O. Bummels, of Malvan, 
Kan., who sold a twenty-five foot front 
lot, near the land office, for $50, to an 
old doctor, a resident of one of the In 
dian reservations adjcnning Oklahoma. 
The purchaser reftised $50 for the lot 
five minutes later. 
Several ixansfera 
were made and others who were deter 
mined to locate, drove stakes outside of 
the town Une. 
This is preparatory to 
the purchase of homesteaders' ric^ts 
and eztenaion a^ the dty limits.
